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The  American  Association  of 
Nurserymen, 


The  25th  annual  convention  of  the 
American  Association  of  Nurserymen  was 
held  June  13th  and  11th  at  the  Chicago 
Beach  Hotel,  Chicago.  The  weather  was 
cool  and  pleasant,  with  sunshine  and  an 
invigorating  breeze  from  the  lake.  The 
Chicago  Beach  Hotel  has  added  to  its 
popularity  as  a meeting  place  for  the  As- 
sociation. The  extensive,  well-lighted 
lobby,  with  its  great  array  of  easy  chairs, 
is  an  ideal  place  for  social  intercourse 
and  business  tete-a-tetes.  The  large  hall 
in  which  the  business  of  the  Association 
was  held  is  all  that  could  be  desired  in  its 
capacity,  its  ventilation  and  freedom 
from  the  noises  of  a great  city.  The 
next  convention  will  be  held  at  Niagara 
Falls,  chosen  for  its  close  proximity 
to  the  Pan-American  Exposition,  which 
opens  next  year  in  Buffalo.  Expressions 
on  the  part  of  many  to  return  to  Chicago 
and  the  Chicago  Beach  Hotel,  the  follow- 
lowing  year,  were  frequently  heard.  It 
is  in  Chicago  where  the  best  attendance 
is  always  assured,  as  it  is  the  central, 
neutral  point  between  the  East  and  West. 
The  attendance  at  this  meeting  surpassed 
in  numbers  all  others  in  the  history  of 
the  Association.  There  are  387  members 
reported  ih  the  new  Badge  Book,  and 
over  250  of  these  were  present.  There 
was  a prevailing  sentiment  of  good  fel- 
lowship, fortified  by  the  feeling  arising 
from  successful  results  in  business  the 
past  year,  with  still  better  prospects 
ahead  for  the  year  to  come.  There  was 
an  unmistakeable  air  of  hopefulness  and 
cheerfulness  pervading  the  meeting.  The 
sales  through  agents  were  reported  as 
unusually  encouraging,  and  this  is  usually 
considered  the  key  to  the  situation. 
There  is  a tendency  to  slightly  higher 
prices  at  wholesale,  in  most  leading  kinds 
of  stock,  and  while  reports  indicate  a 


reasonable  supply  of  leading  articles,  the 
demand  is  more  than  equal  to  it.  The 
present  remunerative  prices  are  bringing 
about  a condition  which  we  view  with 
alarm,  and  that  is  the  disposition  of 
nurserymen  to  exceed  their  usual  plant- 
ings. This  if  persisted  in  must  bring 
about  a reaction  and  a return  to  low 
prices  by  the  time  next  year’s  plantings 
arrive  at  a marketable  age. 

The  promised  papers  were  read,  and 
they  proved  to  be  unusually  interesting 
and  practical.  The  questions  from  the 
Question  Box  did  not  seem  to  be  a good 
lot,  as  only  one  concerning  the  best  man- 
ner of  packing  trees  for  shipment  and 
another  desiring  to  learn  which  of  the 
Montmorency  cherries  were  the  true 
Large  Montmorency  and  the  true  Mont- 
morency Ordinaire.  There  is  much  con- 
fusion concerning  these  varieties,  which 
was  not  well  cleared  up  in  the  discussion 
that  followed.  The  true  Montmorency 
Ordinaire  that  some  are  propagating  is 
not  the  Montmorency  Ordinaire  that  is 
wanted.  There  is  a Montmorency,  which 
has  been  well  tested  and  has  proven  to 
be,  probably,  the  most  valuable  of  all 
the  varieties  of  sour  cherries  now  propa- 
gated, which  we  have  been  growing  for 
many  years  as  Large  Montmorency  and 
known  to  be  identical  with  the  superior 
one  of  the  two  varieties  grown  as  Mont- 
morency Ordinaire.  There  is  another 
variety  of  Montmorency,  a little  later  in 
ripening  than  Large  Montmorency,  which 
is  almost  as  good.

Orders  for  less  than  car 
lots  must  be  boxed  at  Huntsvilie.  The  price  of  boxes  will  be  additional. 

This  offer  to  deliver  to  distributing  points  free  of  freight  charges  will  not  apply  to  less  than 
car-lot  orders,  if  shipment  is  required  at  other  than  the  above  named  dates ; but  we  will  ship 
car-lot  orders  at  any  time  after  September  20th  anywhere  desired  within  the  territory  trib- 
utary to  the  cities  designated,  and  will  deduct  from  the  bill  the  cost  of  freight  to  the  nearest 
distributiug  point. 

FreigDt  Rebates. 

We  will  deduct  from  bills  30  cents  per  100  lbs.  our  weight,  toward  the  freight  charges  on 
all  orders  shipped  direct  from  Huntsville  to  destination.  Should  there  be  any  material  differ- 
ence between  our  weights  and  the  railroad  weights  we  should  be  advised.  There  will  be  no 
drayage  nor  transfer  charges  at  Huntsville.

Release. — When  prepayment  of  freight  is  not 
required,  we  will  Release  and  Guarantee,  and 
take  forwarder’s  receipt  and  mail  to  consignee.

chaser and  ourselves,  that  our  guarantee  of  gen- 
uineness shall  in  no  case  make  us  liable  for  any 
sum  greater  than  that  originally  received  for 
said  trees,  etc.,  that  shall  prove  untrue. 

Acceptance. — Notice  shouldbe  sent  us  by  tel- 
egraph, at  our  expense,  if  there  is  any  cause  of 
complaint, or  should  the  trees  be  refused,  stating 
reasons.  Claims  for  deduction,  from  whatever 
cause, will  receive  consideration  only  when  made 
promptly  upon  the  receipt  of  the  trees.  If  trees 
show  any  signs  of  shrivelling  upon  arrival,  they 
can  usually  be  restored  by  being  thoroughly 
watered  and  buried  entirely  under  the  ground 
for  two  or  three  days.
